The Policy of Inaction, 

Yesterday we published a letter from 
General Wapr HAMPTON on the subject of 
an abstention by the South from partici- 
pation in the next National Democratic 
Convention. Whilst our feelings are al- 
ways kind toward the various Confederate 
leaders who zealously sustained their sec- 
tion in the late strife, we must not fail to dis- 
sent emphatically and pointedly whenever 
their course tends to injure the interests of 
the South, of the United States, or of the 
Democratic organization Therefore, 
while entertaining the utmost respect for 
thore persons who have expressed such 
views as we propose to comment upon, 
we must entirely disagree with their con- 
clusions, either as cogent arguments or 
substantial elements of policy.
